EXPERIENCED WORKERS 

There is good reason in believing the cause 
for so few accidents is the employment of ex¬ 
perienced employees and a very able manage-* 
ment. Every care is taken against mishaps, 
so that with the same care and. judgment one 
may not expect to hear of James Island in this 
connection. 

The policy of the powder company man¬ 
agement is not to make much none but to keep 
up careful methods to avoid accidents, keep 
the plant working and not to let neighboring 
areas know % powder plant is in operation by 
loud explosions.

AFTER SIR JAMES DOUGLAS 

With perhaps the exception of Salt Spring, 
which owes its name to the brine pans on it, 
and James Island, named by the early settlers 
in 1853 after Sir James Douglas, the fust Gov¬ 
ernor of British Columbia, practically all tha 
Gulf Islands were named by officers of the 
British Navy sent out to survey them and chart 
the surrounding waters. 


Some of the larger islands which were in all 
probability visited by the Spaniards, wera 
named after them or their ships, others after 
officers in the British survey ships who had been 
out on this coast. 'lints Saturna, Valdes, Gali- 
ano, Gabriola Island and Haro Straits com¬ 
memorate the voyages of the Spanish explorers, 
while Mayne, Moresby, Plumpers Pass, Dis¬ 
covery and Chatham, the Penders, Ganges, Ve¬ 
suvius and Fulford Harbors, and Baynes Chan¬ 
nel are all named after either officers or ships 
of the British Navy. The name Active Pass 
was given to this wonderful channel in memory 
of the fact that the United States cutter and 
survey vessel' Active, two guns, 750 tons, a 
wooden paddle steamer, was the first steanj- 
propelled vessel to pass through this channel, the 
year being 1855.

WHY GENERAL FRENCH DISTRUSTED JOFFRE 
Another French blunder of the first magnitude 
was the failure of Joffre and his staff to antici¬ 
pate that the Oermans would strike through in 
the Belgian aipa. And even when Oeneral French 
with his small army was fighting against over¬ 
powering odds In the retreat from Mons. he «ra* 
insulted by Oeneral Lanrezac, whose left flank 
he had protected. After Insulting him. Lanresas 
retired with hi* force without informing French, 
and left him Isolated. Henceforward Prench's 
mind was obaeaseed with the idea that he bad 
been left in the lurch and he though* of retiring 
Independently to Havre and digging himself in 
there. Kitchener bad to make a special trip to 
Faria to order Mm to keep on fighting. If Oen¬ 
eral Prench had had hie way the war would have 
been won by the Oermans.

Both Joffre and Prench are proved by Cap;. 
Hart to have been lacking in insight. Joffre haa 
always had the credit for stopping the Germans 
at tha Marne, but It was really the genius of 
Oeneral Oalllenl, tha defender of Paris, who forced 
Joffre and-Prench against their wills to turn and 
fight Oeneral Rluck. When Oalllenl visited 
Prench's headquarters to urge hla plan on the 
English. Prench was not there. At first he could 
not even find Murray. French'* chief of staff. 0*1- 
llenl "found the British staff unsettled and de¬ 
pressed. not hesitating to say that If England had 
known the condition of the French army she 
would not have entered the war. They were 
hardly in the mood to discern the underlying 
qualities of this most unmllltery-looklng military 
genius, bespectacled and untidy, with shaggy 
moustache, black buttoned boots, and yellow leg¬ 
gings. Little wonder perhaps that one eminent 
soldier with a pungent gift of humor remarked 
that "no Brltlah officer would be seen speaking 

tb such a- comedian." 

GENERAL FRENCH TROD ON THE BRAKE 

Ultimately the slow-witted Joffre was con* 
vtneed of the merit of Galllenl’s plan «nd gav* 
him permission to rush hie taxi-cab army from 
Parts forty ihiles to reinforce Manoury s division 
north of th# ?'arne. A gap was created in Klockv 
line and tnto this the British army entered 
but Prench's slowness in adopting Osllienl s

HAVE Just been reading an old book on 
farming, old enough to have the old-fash¬ 
ioned Tong “s’* generally used and our small 


aa seerrtary. How far K fulfilled the dreams of 
its Scottish prophet 91 tu early years—It waa 
abolished In 1922—1 cannot aay. but In 1903 It 
did one piece ot. work that wojiM havg pleased . 
Karnes hugely: It employed Sir Humphrey Davy 
to lecture on the chenflatry of agriculture In 
that and succeeding year*. 

Meanwhile Scottish farming showed the fruits 
of the great' Judge's enthusiasm. James Smith 
of Deanston. in Perthshire, published In 1991 
•Remarks on Thorough Draining and Deep 
Ploughing.” in which he set forth the metnodt 
used by himself on his farm, and so won atten¬ 
tion that they were taken up elsewhere aa the 
general system of drainage. Later, when the tax 
on tllea wae removed, they were substituted for 
the stones with which his drains were filled. 
But it Is In the general elevation of agriculture 
consequent upon the application of thoee “ra¬ 
tional principles” for which Karnes pleaded that 
vre see the chief fruit of his work In Scottish 
fanning. To-day the farmer from north of tha 
Tweed stands in the front rank of Intelligent 
cultivators and breeders of '•attle. sheep and 
ho rs es, and much of this advance wes made in 
the half century following Karnes’s book. 

Not everyone can get hold of -The Gentleman 
Farmer.” ani still fewer perhaps would care to 
wade through it, but If you are interested In 
farming practically or sentimentally you might 
enjoy a good deal at least of a quite new book 
called “Farming.” by Edward C. Ash. an English 
farmer who In the words of Lord Bledlaloe’s 
preface ’’does not believe "in the efficiency of 
government action In helping the farmer Co 
'make good* If hs has not got It In him to do -vo, 
and In this he Is no doubt right, although few 
politicians ever admit it.” Mr. Ash started on a 
farm that was "dilapidated, water-logged, re¬ 
plete with weeds and vermin, producing five 
sacks of oats an acre and three or four sacks of 
wheat, and the pastures grew neither ‘feed” nor 
hay! It took eight years for the land to recover. 
The result eras crops of corn well above the aver¬ 
age: twenty to twenty-two sacks of oats, elgat 
to ten sacks of wheat, and one field sixteen 
sacks of wheat an acre, and the pastures In one 
season produced over two tons of hay an acre.** 
His book Is -a retrospect of agricultural activities 
and difficulties. and those things so clearly seen 
when it Is too late.” The book, a recent acquisi¬ 
tion at the Public library. Is remarkably read¬ 
able. with not a few good anecdotes and sketches 
of agricultural lift and doings.

Published in 1902 as the fifth edition of ’The 
Oentleman Parmer." the book waa already 
twen*y-eix years old. for It waa first given to the 
world in 1778. the year of the American Declara¬ 
tion of Independence. The author waa a man 
of eighty years of age. born in the year 1696 
-Why should I alt with my finger tn my cheek 
waiting till death take* me?” he had said, and 
certktnly no one did less of idle anticipate I 
than tbs author of whom It was said by a lady 
of his times: "At eighty-four he Is as gay and 
as nimble as when he wss twenty-five, hi* sight, 
hearing, memory perfect; he Is a most entertain¬ 
ing companionAnd whfn he died two years 
later he still preserved bis faculties intact. 

Who was this ancient man who thus at an age 
when most men are content to rest on their oars 
and live in their pailt youth published a book 
which boldly claimed to be "An Attempt to Im¬ 
prove Agriculture by Subjecting It to the Test of 
Rational Principles”? Known to history as Lord 
Karnes, a Judge of the Scottish Bench, he was 
bom plain Henry Home, son of a Berwickshire 
landed proprietor whose lands by the exercise of 
a liberality beyond his small Income had become 
loaded past relief with mortgages. Though a 
“lad of parts.” no money was thus forthcoming 
for education r.eater than that afforded by his 
own parish, and he was left to work out hts 
destroy while h i labored by day In a writer’s 
9 offlos in Edinburgh. 

A PEEP INTO PARADISE 

There, in his cheap room above the narrow 
wynda of Auld Reekie, he spent his night* In 
study.

Among the machines comparatively new to 
Scotland at that t.me was the fanner or win¬ 
nower. made by a Hawick farmer about the year 
1733. Before its introduction dependance bad to 
be placed on the offices of the wind, and this 
affected the building of barns, aa they had to be 
left "open to the west, however irregular or In¬ 
convenient the situation might be with regard 
to the other buildings” Harrows were generally 
thought of as instruments for no ot u .er purpose 
than covering the seed, perhaps because the 
poor design of the once in-use allowed them to 
do little else. Thirty yearn before the time of 
writing, "no fanner In Scotland had the slightest 
notion of different ploughs for different pur¬ 
poses. The 8ootch plough was the only one 
known.” This was "a strong, hasty Instrument, 
about thirteen feet from ths handles to to* 
extremity of the beam, and commonly about 
four feet from the back end of the head to the 
point of the-sock" or ploughshare. "Of all forms 
It la the fittest for breaking up, stiff and rough 
found, especially where stones abound.” and 
ths writer points out that "did not custom ac¬ 
count for it*, how strange It would appear thsi 
few proprietors or tenants In Scotland think of 
clearing their land of atones." But what makes 
this plough good for stiff, hard land unfta It 
for -tender soil.” because -It adds greatly to 
the expense of ploughing without any counter¬ 
balancing benefit.” 

Perhaps the most striking criticism be makes 
of the Scottish farm of his day la that It scarcely 
knows a kitchen-garden; “Strange Is ths effect 
of custom without thought? Thirty :•«» ago 
a kitchen-garden wss an article of luxury merely, 
because at that time there could be no cheaper 
food than oatmeal. At present the farmer main¬ 
tains his servant* at double expense, as the price 
of oatmeal Is doubled; and yet he has no noUon 
of a kitchen-garden more than he had thirty 
years ago. He never thinks that living partly on 
cabbage, kail, turnip, carrot, would sa«e so much 
oatmeal; nor does ha eve* think that change of 


deals with practical suggestions for the improve¬ 
ment of agriculture in the raising of crops of 
fain, grass and roots, ths feeding of cattle and 
the cultivation of trees, hops and flax Hs gives 
designs >nd specifications for improved ma¬ 
chinery and explains new methods of draining. 
Finally, in tbs part which he entitles “Theory 
of Agriculture.’ he deal* with subjects like the 
food of plants, their propagation and the change 
of RpfCtaa. and thelT -faculty of accommodating 
themselves to their situation.” In a quits sur¬ 
prisingly modem way. Hs makes appe: 1 always 
to experiment, "by which, sagaciously conducted, 
his theory must stand or fall." 

THE VICTORY OF "RATIONAL. PRINCIPLES" 
But apart from his own agricultural work 
and experiments and ths authorship of this book 
on farming. Lord Karnes performed an Invaluable 
service to ht* country hi the interest he toes 
in the development of the more remote parts 
of Scotland. Hs was a valued member of the 
Board of Trustees for ths Encouragement of the 
Fisheries. Arts and Manufactures of Scotland, 
and waa one of the founders of ths Royal Society 
of Scotland. In the appendix to his "Oentleman 
Farmer” he outlines a scheme for a "Board for 
Improving Agriculture." lie proposes that ths 
board should begin with a thorough survey cf 
ths agricultural condition of the country: 
climate, soils, cropping r.ctboda. Implements, 
with full financial particulars of cost. Neat, 
written Instructions should be prepared, pointing 
out derecta tn present practice and proposing 
ths "cheapest and most effectual corrections” 
After this the ordinary business will be the ap¬ 
pointment of a traveling inspector, who shall 
note the progress of Improvement*, to encourage 
which hs suggests a few silver medals. Cor¬ 
respondence will be Invited and questions an¬ 
swered. Full information about new Invention* 
will be sought and distributed to farmers. Ex¬ 
perimental work will be directed, and he gives 
some valuable hints for the ordering of these 
iff a board, which, unlike ths Individual man 
whose life is too short' for any lengthy course 
of experimentation, "be*ef dies."

EDITOR’S NOTE—Along the (‘oust of war-torn Chinn band)* of brutal 
pirates—many of them former Midlers who have dexerted the army for 
the more profitable business of banditry—prowl through the treacherous 
waters In their Junks, waiting to pounce upon any ship In distress that 
-may fall to their greedy hands. It was in this way that a t a tter d em a l ion 
crew of ruffians fell upon the small cargo steamer Botnia, which lay- 
stranded on a sandbar, and, swarming over her sides, overwhelmed the 
captain and hl> chief officer, looted the ship, and forcibly removing the 
two officers, subjected them to every conceivable torture ln more than 
a week of cruel captivity. That they escaped with their lives seems a 
'miracle, and the account of their adventure given here by Chief Officer 
Westerheiin prevents a stirring picture of the terrors that lurk In the 
backwash of Chinese wars.
